Highway Committee Explains 
Wynnewood Court Paving 

The Highway Committee of the Bor- 
ough Council, Messrs. Wood, Bates 
and Haws, by direction of Council, 
held a hearing in the Council Cham- 
ber last Friday evening in response 
to a petition from property owners on 
Wynnewood Court who wished to have 
a review and revision of the charges 
which bad been levied against them 
for the recent paving of their street. 
Councilman Wood, as chairman of the 
committee, 'presided, and J. K. Shewell 
was the spokesman for the petitioners. 

The petitioners had asked to be 
heard on four counts which were: (1)H 
excessive engineering costs; (2) grad- 
ing and end wall and curbing; (3) dif- 
ferences between estimated contract 
and actual costs per linear foot; (4) 
the hardship of the manner of payment 
of charges. Each of these counts was 
discussed in detail and the committee 
answered all questions and produced 
all records having a bearing upon this 
matter. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, the 
Wynnewood Court petitioners stated 
that while it had been their hope that 
they might be able to secure a reduc- 
tion in the charges, they had been 
satisfied at the hearing that the bills 
were properly determined and equably 
apportioned. The petitioners had not 
expected that the improvement would 
cost so much, but after they had been 
given all of the facts they had no 
criticisms to make of the manner in 
which the work had been done and of 
the actual expense incurred.

What Is Advertising? 

It is hard to say when advertising started so varied are its forms 
and manifestations. Its public billboards defacing the grandeur of nature 
are an offense to the eye and a disfigurement to the countryside.

In the early days of newspapers and magazines the publishers were 
interested in producing reading matter to be paid for by the public which 
read it. Gradually merchants wished to insert notices in the public prints 
so that the readers of news would also be informed of tilings for sale. 
The demand increased till space was sold for advertising on such a scale 
that the size of all publications was increased. The time arrived when 
the advertisers paid for the publication of the periodical and the actual 
cost of production exceeded the amount paid by any subscriber. 

That situation has long been true of this paper. The reader pays 
for about half the cost of the paper he receives; the advertisers present 
him with a 100% dividend of size and additional news each week.

UNCLE CY'S COLUMN 

Dissatisfaction 

Most of the people of the world 
are dissatisfied. If this were not so 
we should never have wars, strikes, 
crimes or injustice. On the other hand 
we should never have religion, educa- 
tion, industry nor progress in any field 

My point is not that the satisfied 
man is a detriment to society, but that 
his normal dissatisfaction may be 
translated into either destructive ac- 
tivity or into constructive labor and 
thought which will benefit both present 
and future generations. 

This seems to be becoming a ser- 
mon, but even that will be a welcome 
relief to you from the annoyance lists 
that have disturbed you for so long. 

If Robert Fulton had not been dis- 
satisfied with the uncertainly of the 
wind he might never have astonished 
the New York natives with the "Cler 
inont" and the chances are that the 
"Bremen" would not have broken the 
trans-Atlantic record as soon as she 
did. If Alexander Graham Bell had 
not been discontent with shouting from 
one house to another, if Samuel Finlej 
Breese Morse had not grown weary o'i 
delays of the post, if Guglielnio Mar 
com' had not been urged beyond tin 
long tangle of cross-country wires, wt- 
should not now be able to pick up an 
instrument here on the Main Line and 
converse with London, Paris or othei 
distant points as though they were neat 
at hand. 

If the hardy Puritans had not been 
irked by the regulations of the Church 
of England, if the Cavaliers had not 
been weary of placidity and ease at tin- 
British court, if the Dutch, Germans 
Quakers and Swedes had not looked 
to Pennsylvania as a spiritual refuge, 
we should not have had the basis foi 
the country that now leads the world 
in prosperity, progress and good liv 
ing, if not in scholarship and spiritual 
guidance. 

Two or three years some forward 
looking, citizens planned to have the 
River Road along the Schuylkill from 
West Conshohocken widened and 
paved for motor traffic to City Line 
or at least West Manayunk. This was 
thrown out by the Legislature for vari- 
ous reasons. At that time the late 
General John P. Wood and I at 
tempted to interest influential people in 
reserving this road for a beautiful 
bridle path to connect with the paths 
in Fairmount Park. This notion failed 
to materialize. Our good neighbors 
were and are satisfied, and the River 
Road is a filthy path full of holes and 
littered with rubbish. A little ab- 
sence of complacency might have 
given us a drive as beautiful as that 
along the Wissahickon. 

For years the solons and citizens of 
Philadelphia have deplored the sight 
of the banks of the Schuylkill in the 
centre of our neighboring city. Much 
talk has been in and on the air; inanv 
articles and editorials have filled the 
city papers, but still we have the mi 
sightly commercialism that is depress 
ing to us and astonishing to visitors 
from other cities. While we have been 
talking our contemporary Chicago has 
razed buildings and warehouses along 
the river there and constructed a 
double-deck drive and drawbridges of 
architectural beauty that astonish the 
world. While we snort, debate and 
quibble other people are forcing dreams 
to come true. 

Several years ago our neighbor. 
Henry N. Woolman, of Ardmore, had 
a magnificent dream of a college in the 
country near Valley Forge, where the 
undergraduates of the University of 
Pennsylvania might enjoy country air, 
patriotic atmosphere, and a liberal edu- 
cation. Thus far it is still a question 
as to whether or not Philadelphians 
are satisfied with the present situation. 
A little discontent will go a long 
way to make most of us realize our 
greatest dreams.

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A MORNING WITH THE 
WARBLERS

And what of the aspect of these mi- 
grating hosts which glorify our Way 
mornings? Of course, no description 
of individual birds can he attempted 
here; a more or less general comment 
must suffice. The warblers are smaller, 
slimmer, daintier birds than the spar- 
rows — of quicker motions, and more 
restless, active habits. Their colors are 
varied, among the most vivid and bril- 
liant known in the bird world, arranged 
in striking combinations, and laid on 
with a bold brush. Other birds, as the 
Bluebird, Tanager, Jay or Oriole, have 
equally vivid colors, but few others are 
so "decorated" with color combina- 
tions; not many others display so many 
different colors on crown, throat, 
breast, back, wings and tail. Generally 
speaking, too, the more brilliant tint's 
crowd toward the front of the bird, 

leaving the back and tail less conspicu- , 

ous, but in truth, there is no part of count on seeing every year are the 



charm, not long continued, but often 
repeated. And this warble of the Yel- 
low constitutes the type for a fair num- 
ber of the commoner migrating species-, 
as the Magnolia, the Chestnut-side, the 
Black-throated-green, the Hooded, the 
Canadian and the Red-start.

their wonderful journey from distant 
land to distant land — these all combine 
as factors in this unique effect. To the 
novice it is bewildering, but to the ex- 
perienced bird-lover, who recoginzes 
each bird as he sees it, there is nought 
but unalloyed delight. 

As many as twenty or more species 
may be seen in one of these warbler 
swarms; it is a pleasure even to name 
them. Those which one can confidently

How 
striking is the solid white throat of the 
Myrtle, and his solid yellow rump, the 
bold back of the throat of the Black- 
throated-green, and the marvelous 
flaming orange throat of the Black- 
burnian! Sometimes the colors are 



Black-throated green, the Wilson, the 
Canadian, and the Redstart. These 
would seem to be enough, but this cup 
is full to overflowing; the following 
may also be seen, and to the compara- 
tive rarity of these is due, in large part, 
the zest with which the warbler migra- 
tion is awaited — the Golden-winged, 
the Tennessee, the Nashville, the Cape

breast of the I'arula, with its broad 
indefinite band of black, brown and 
yellow, inextricably mixed; the blended 
chestnut and yellow ear patches of the 
Cape May; or as in the Bay-breast, in 
which the whole bird is an indescrib- 
able blend of black, white, buff and 
chestnut forming a veiled effect of un- 
usual charm. 

Many of the warblers have features 
which seem to be purely bits of orna- 
ment, or can it be that these markings 
were given as an aid to the puzzled 
ornithologist in his efforts to identify ? 
Witness the patch of red spots on the 
back of the Prairie, the chestnut spots 
on the crown of the Nashville, the 
beautiful brick-red streaks on the body 
of the Yellow, the broken black band's 
which border the pure yellow breast of 
the Prairie, the red bands on the sides 
of the immaculate white breast of the 
Chestnut-side, and the exquisite black- 
necklace on the yellow breast of the 
Canadian. What can be more striking 
than the black and vcllow masses of 
the Hooded? Or than the black and 
white hands on the face of the Golden- 
wing, like the pictured rays of the sun? 

The bird books, in commenting on 
the songs of the warblers, not uncom- 
monly speak of their family name as 
a mosnomer, as implying songs of 
more pretension and beauty than these 
dainty creatures possess. I do not 
agree with them. The song of the 
Yellow is a real warble of distinct 



or more of these lends a glow to even 
a rainy day. But the lure has even 
more tempting bait, warblers so rarely I 
seen that to find one is an event iii 
one's lifetime. What would not one ' 
give to encounter the Mourning, the j 
Yellow-throated, the Brewster's, the I 
Cerulean, the Orange-crowned, or the 
Prothonotary? Having never seen any 
one of these in our home woods iii I 
thirty years of bird walks, one is tan- i 
talized with the knowledge that occa- 1 
sionallv some one of them is reported. ! 

Not entirely all of the warblers have j 
yet been mentioned. The habits of I 
several are such as to keep them mostly i 
apart from these swarming hosts which 
enliven the trees, and this list holds J 
some of the lovliest. There are the 
Hooded, the Prairie, the Palm, the 
Pine and the Water-thrush. The Palm 
warbler comes early and has mostly 
passed through by the time that the 
migration is at the full. The Pine is 
rarely seen except in pine forests. 

Then, too, there are those charming 
members of the warbler family who 
stay and make their homes with us. 
In them is no wild instinct pushing 
ever onward, no brief glimpse during a i 
rapid passage. When they arrive they j 
are instantly at home; it is as though 
they had not been away. Lacking the 
charm that adheres to" the rarity and 
the restless urge of the warblers "which 
we see only as migrants — these cousins 
of theirs appeal in a different way; by

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Home Service Work of Red Cross Brings Relief 

to Orphans, Disabled Veterans and Many Others 



The Home Service work for the past 
year of the Main Line Branch of the 
American Red Cross divides itself into 
three groups: serious family prob- 
lems: problems of the children of men 
who died in the service; and other mis- 
cellaneous groups. 

The cases of orphans of ex-service 
men necessitate regular visits and the 
submitting of a carefully made-out 
form to the Veterans' Bureau. This 
report includes health, education, and 
habits of the child and benefits which 
it receives from the compensation. 

Of the miscellaneous group, several 
were visits of inquiry for other Chap- 
ters. One was in reference to de- 
tailed compensation sent to the mother 
of a veteran. The mother lives in 
ItaJy. 

Another case attempts to locate a 
veteran who has been missing since 
the war. His family believe him to be 
alive and they asked the Red Cross 
to help to locate him. 

Still another case was that of a 
wanderer who left his home out West, 
toured through the country and stop- 
ped in the Red Cross office for relief. 

It is interesting to know that there 
are many men of this type who re- 
quire much intensive work while in 
the community. The usual method is 
to find them work while in the vicin- 
ity, and get in touch with their rela- 
tives or friends. 

Still another case is one in which 
the army authorities asked us to in- 
vestigate a home from which a man 
enlisted in the army and to which he 
would like to return before his period 
of enlistment is over. 

This brief account of a few problems 
occupying the attention of the Red 
Cross worker shows that the Home 
Service is still an active and necessary 
part of the Red Cross work for the . 
community. 

The annual Roll Call secures contin- 
ued support for the Home Service of- 
fered to veterans as well as for the 
many other Red Cross activities of 
our own locality and the country at 
large.

COMMUNITY IS PRAISED 



"I want to go to Rutte," a traveling 
man said to the clerk in a railroad 
ticket office. The clerk looked sadly 
at him (he knew his Rtitte) and said: 

"Brother, you don't want to go to 
Butte; you have to «o there." 

Bala-Cynwyd, Lower lUerion and 
the rest of the Main Line was con- 
trasted favorably with Butte and other 
communities in the United States by 
President Frank H. Sykes, of the 
Lower Meriou Township Commission, 
who spoke at the twenty-second annual 
banquet of the Bala-Cynwyd Neighbor- 
hood Club, held in the Penn A. C. 

November 9. His subject was "Our 
Community." 

"We hear of places where people 
came from," Mr. Sykes declared; "our 
community is a place of a different 
sort. Few local residents were born 
here. After all, the place of our birth 
is an accidental matter, but the place 
of our adoption is a Rreat reflection 
on our intelligence." 

Mr. Sykes praised, in a brief but 
glowing address, Lower Morion's 
schools, both public and private; its 
voluntary fire department, its zoning 
adjustment board and building regu- 
lations; its health board's safeguards 
of drinking water, milk, contagious 
disease, etc., and its efficient govern- 
ing body. He alluded to the town- 
ship's tax rate as lower than that of 
any nearby municipality. 

"Webster tells us," he said, "that 
a community is a body of people hav- 
ing a common interest. It is more 
than land, houses and highways; it is 
a community of people. Our govern- 
ment, our trees, lawns and gardens 
make this region the attractive subur- 
ban region that it is, but they are, 
after all, only evidences that we are 
a community of worth-while people, j 
('who insist on good, clean government; 
\vho believe that making a life is at 
1eW as important as making a living. 
It doesn't make a lot of difference 
where you are; it's the people you live 
with that count. 

"If the Neighborhood Club accom-
